It is 
a complicated plan and quite 
different from the proposals 
suggested before his resignation 
by Dr. John A. Hannah, the 
former Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for manpower and per- 
sonnel.

A new witness was Anthony 
G. Seal, vice president of Ebasco 
Services, Inc., and author of 
two memoranda that were circu- 
lated last March to Dixon-Yates 
and James M. Barry, chairman 
of Southern’s executive commit- 
tee. In the memoranda, Seal 
told of several instances when 
he had told government officials 
emphatically that a Feb. 25 
Dixon-Yates proposal was for 
the AEC only and “was not to 
be construed in any way as an 
offer which he would make to 
the TVA.” 


Seal tegtified that the word 
“we” referred to both Middle 
South and Southern. Lawyers 
for the companies later brought 
out his assertion that he knew 
of no such agreement not to sell 
power to TVA and that he had 
never been authorized to nego- 
tiate for either company. He 
added, however, under further 
questioning by the opponents, 
that none of the company offi- 
cials ever had objected to state- 
ments made in the memoranda.

The jury of six men.and six 
women reached their verdict 
after deliberating two and a half 
hours. 

When asked by Judge Wham

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Assails Lawyer in Dale Case 
Who Said He Had 
Subpenaed Jurors.

United States District Judge 
Fred L. Wham, at East St. Louis, | 
today threatened contempt pro- | 
ceedings against defense attor- 
neys for Evan R. Dale and James 
Bateman, convicted Southern 
Illinois labor leaders, following 
a defense allegation that sev- 
eral women jurors had been 
“semi-hysterical with fear” dur- 
ing the trial of Dale and Bate- 
man, 
Cause of the fear, Defense At- 
torney John J. Hoban declared, 
was the impression of the six 


women jurors that “armed 
hoodlums” were in the court- 
room. Hoban did not identify 
the “hoodlums.” 

Following an announcement by 
Hoban that he had subpenaed 
the six women members of the 
jury, which on Dec. 7 found Dale 
and Bateman guilty of violating 
the Federal Anti-Rackéteering 


Act, Judge Wham removed his 
spectacles and leaned forward 
at the bench in an angry gesture. 

“I feel very strongly about 
this,” the court declared. “The 
inviolability of the jury room 
from outside influence is a prime 
necessity in the administration 
of justice. Jurors must not be 
harrassed in any manner. He 
who makes a studied inquiry of 
jurors as to what occurred in the 
jury room acts at his peril. A 
searching examination of jurors 
by a party to a trial is emphati- 
cally to be condemned.” 

Hoban said he assumed full 
responsibility for talking with 
the jurors, but added he had no 
knowledge of letters which the 
jurors received following the 
trial, The letters were signed by 
James W. McRoberts, Hoban's 
law associate. 

“I want the world to know 
that anyone wishing to approach 
a juror in this court must have 
my permission,” Judge Wham 
remarked, “That permission will 
only be granted on good cause. 
This matter is subject to inves- 
tigation for conempt of court.” 

Motions for a new trial for 
Dale and Bateman were over- 
ruled by Judge Wham, follow- 
ing the judge’s remarks. The de- 
fense alleged that the court had 
erred in admitting testimony 
about a $2916 payoff to Dale, al- 
though the payoff was not in- 
cluded in the indictment. 

Dale and Bateman were found 
guilty of attempting to extort 
more than $1,000,000 from a 
contractor on the Joppa (III.) 
atomic energy facility. 

The trial was followed closely 
by members of the Hodcarriers 
and Pipefitters unions, who were 
present in the courtroom. Hoban 
said the fa@t that a deputy mar- 
shal cleared the corridor be- 
tween the courtroom and the 
jury room of spectators each day 
caused the women jurors some 
apprehension.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

While S-D day has been effective 
In bringing highway safety into the 

consciousness of the American peo- 

ple, one cannot help wonder how 
“Jong the lesson will be remembered. 
The real problem is reducing traffic 
‘law violations throughout the year. 

A possible solution, which I believe 
should have the consideration of per- 
sons and organizations interested in 
highway safety, is as follows: 

A traffic law violator today has his 
license marked with the violation. 
The license reposes in his wallet and 
is viewed only by the officer making 
the next arrest and the police judge 
before whom he may appear. 

Ie would suggest that upon convic- 
tion of certain specified traffic vio- 
* lations, a traffic violator must affix 
= just above the bottom border of the 
= license plate of his car (or the car 
; in which the offense occurred in the 
event it is owned by a member of his 
family) a small, gummed star. 
The stars would be provided by the 
motor vehicle department and be 
‘available af all police and magistrate’s 
* courts. ne violation within a two 
year period would not require the 
- affixation of a star. Stars could be 
removed two years after the offense 
= occurred. 

Severe penalties should be provid- 
ed for failing to have the license 
plate properly marked in accordance 
with your driver's license. 

This plan would accomplish two 
results: First, it would serve as a 
very real deterrent for people violat- 
„ing the traffic laws in that most 
people would take pride in a clean 
license plate. Second, it would keep 
the public constantly aware of the 
problem and the necessity for obey- 
ing traffic laws and regulations. 

I realize that the proposal is novel, 
but I.believe the situation calls for 
both new and drastic action. I also 
realize that Missouri generally fol- 
lows other states in enacting motor 
vehicle ety legislation but I be- 
lieve this Plan offers the opportunity

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Yes With a Growl 


In dealing with the Chinese Communists it is 
always necessary to separate their propaganda 
growls from the substance of what they have to 
say. 
Premier Chou En-lai has made this task simple 
for U.N. Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold 


dy sending two replies to the latter’s suggestion 


of a conference on the imprisoned American 
flyers. One message contains the growl, the other 
the substantive response. 


It is good for all concerned that the response 
is an almost cordial acceptance of Mr. Ham- 
marskjold’s visit, for the purpose of discussing 
“pertinent questions” in the interest of “peace 
and relaxation of international tension.” 

There is no point in trying to make a mystery 
out of whether this language covers the case of 
the imprisoned flyers. From the American and 
U.N. point of view, of course it does. There 
would be no point in holding discussions unless 
it did. 


What Chou En-lai pretty obviously means is 
that he insists on discussing other matters as 
well. There can be no real objection to that. 
Since the U.N. in the person of its Secretary 
General is here acting as intermediary between 
the United States and Communist China, it is 
bound to hear the ccmplaints of each party 
against the other, and not merely those on one 
side. 

As a matter of fact the Secretary General 
could perform a most useful service by telling 
Chou En-lai what the facts really are about 
American policy toward Peiping. 

He could tell him, for example, that while 
Washington still declines to recognize his regime 
and still opposes its admission to the U.N., 
nevertheless the really big news is that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has resisted all attempts by the 
Knowlands and Radfords to aggravate the Far 
Eastern situation through a more aggressive sup- 
port of Chiang Kai-shek. 

Or Mr. Hammarskjold could tell Chou En-lai 
that instead of bewailing the recently signed 
United States defense pact with Chiang, the 
Chinese Communists ought to pay attention to 
the more significant fact that the pact does not 
extend American commitments but only formal- 
izes the relationships with Chiang which have 
existed for the past four years. 

Or he could tell him that there is no substan- 
tial public opinion in this country for an aggres- 
sive American policy toward China unless it 
should be created by Chinese provocation; that 
if Chou En-lai and Mao Tse-tung will keep their 
shirts on, and conduct themselves as decent, re- 
sponsible members of a world society, and hon- 
estly help to allay rather than excite tensions, 
the day is bound to come when their Govern- 
ment can assume the world position to which it 
aspires. 

As for the issue of the imprisoned flyers, Mr. 
Hammatskjold would of course greatly enhance 
U.N. prestige if he could obtain their release. To 
that end, we hope the Administration will au- 
thorize him to pledge the return of Chinese stu- 
dents detained in this country if a full and fair 
settlement can be reached. Better yet, the stu- 
dents might even be promised exit visas with- 
out waiting for a formal exchange. 

Many Americans have been shocked to learn 
that Chinese students. have been kept in this 
country against their will. Even though they are 
not in jail, even though they are not suffering 
direct hardships, their forcible detention in this 
country comes too close to totalitarian methods 
for the comfort of many American consciences. 
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Insuring Clean Elections 
Some blunt, common-sense advice on how to 
prevent “further” violations of election laws in 
St. Louis has come from the Circuit Court grand 
jury. Boiled down, it amounts to this: 


1. Install voting machines. 

2. Pending their purchase, make sure that 
polling place officials know their jobs, and 
then hold them strictly accountable. 


Voting machines come high. In St. Louis the 
bill will run to some $3,500,000, and the people 
will have to borrow the money. Happily the de- 
vices can be made to pay for themselves. Two 
changes in state statutes can make that possible. 
One would permit the city to reduce the number 
of paid precinct officials from six to four. The 
other would authorize it to increase the size of 
the precincts themselves by perhaps 50 per cent. 

These ought not to be partisan issues. The 
city central committees of both political parties 
could demonstgate their interest in clean elec- 
tions, the foundation for clean government, by 
leading a vigorous campaign for this very neces- 
sary legislation. In that event the measures ought 
to be among the first passed by the new 
Legislature, 


In the meantime, as the grand jury made clear, 
the Election Board is responsible for the proper 
instruction of precinct officials. Since upwards 
of 5000 persons are employed at the polls in the 
city under normal eireumstances this could be 
quite a task. Fortunately the overwhelming ma- 
jority are citizens who are doing their best. 


Even so the sooner the way is cleared for vot- 
ing machines the better. They are not subject to 
the apathy and ignorance that a few precinct 
hands exhibited in the Aug. 3 primary, and they 
count the ballots faster and more accurately— 
especially more accurately—than even the most 
experienced and best intentioned precinct offi- 
cial. 
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We Get the Blame on Cyprus 

The British Foreign Office is losing its reputa- 
tion for deft diplomacy so far as Cyprus is con- 
cerned. Unhappily the United States is sharing 
in the consequences as demonstrated by the new 
anti-American riots in Athens and in Salonika. 

Four-fifths of the people of Cyprus are Greek 
in language and religion. The island was seized 
by the Turks and then taken over by the British 
75 years ago. But “enosis”—union with Greece 
has always been a popular aspiration. Since the 
war it has been fostered with increasing inten- 
sity not only by the Greek church and other na- 
tionalist groups but also by the trouble-seeking 
Communists, 


As in Egypt the British have been stubborn 
because they feel the island to be essential to 
the Mediterranean defense tystem. But as long 
ago as 1948, King Paul of Greece assured Lon- 
don that all defense installations would be per- 
mitted to remain if Cyprus were returned to 
Greece. Indeed the King also offered additional 
defense sites on Crete and other islands to Brit- 
ain or the United States. But this advance and 
similar ones were rebuffed. Now the Greeks are 
trying to regain Cyprus through the United 
Nations. | 

It is unlikely that the U.N. will order the Brit- 
ish out of Cyprus. Nevertheless increasing strain 
is being put on British relations with Greece and 
other nations of the Balkan alliance. And the 
Cypriot demands are being studied as examples 


at Malta and Gibraltar. Surely all this trouble is 
unnecessary so long as Greece offers firm guar- 
antees for defense purposes, guarantees which 
Greece is hardly strong enough to break. 

Since there is considerable opposition to Brit- 
ain's stand even in the House of Commons, can- 
not the United States ask London to reconsider 
the. Cyprus problem instead of blindly backing 
British policy whatever it may be? 

A First Test of the New Congress 

Whether the House of Representatives will 
write a worthy record in the Eighty-fourth Con- 
gress may be determined to a large extent by one 
of its very first actions, That action is the adop- 


tion of rules, more particularly the rules govern- 


ing the House Rules committee. 

The Rules committee is designed under our 
parliamentary system to serve as sort of traffic 
officer, systematizing the flow of bills to the 
floor of the House. In the past, when it has exer- 
cised virtually total powers to report a bil! out, 
or hold it back, or even rewrite it, the committee 
has frequently, abused those powers. On those 
occasions it has constituted itself in effect a 
third house of Congress, in some respects more 
powerful than House or Senate. 


To curb the Rules committee's dictatorial pow- 
ers, the late Representative Sabath of Illinois, 
on becoming chairman five years ago, introduced 
the first major limitation on the committee’s 
powers in 66 years. His rule provided that if the 
Rules committee did not report out a bill 21 
days after a legislative committee had approved 
it, the author of the bill could call it up on the 
floor of the House for a vote. 

Eight bills were brought to the floor in the 
next two years only through invocation of this 
rule, among them statehood for Alaska and Ha- 
waii. The Eighty-second Congress struck down 
the Sabath rule and the Eighty-third refused to 
pick it up again. : 

In the Eighty-fourth Congress, the Rules com- 
mittee will consist of eight Democrats, two of 
whom have frequently yoted with Republicans 
against legislation they call “New Dealish” or 
“liberal; and four Republicans. Whenever the 
two Democrats and four Republicans vote to- 
gether, the vote will stand 6-to-6, which would 
hold the bill in committee, seven votes being re- 
quired to release a measure for a vote on the 
floor. 


If this potential roadblock is allowed to de- 
velop, the result could be a largely do-nothing 
Congress, even if the potential stalemate be- 
tween a Democratic Congress and a Republican 
executive should be averted. 

Readoption of the 21-day rule, therefore, is of 
even more importance than usual. House 
Democratic leaders will need all the help they 
can get in their efforts to accomplish it. 
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Every Penny in the Record

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A Tool to Tackle Transit 


Some of the opposition to the proposed Transit 
District seems to stem from those who are disap- 
pointed because the plan works no miracles. 
Some comes from those who are disappointed be- 
cause it does not contain their pet ideas. 

From what he has had to say recently we gath- 
er that Howard Elliott is flirting with-each class. 
Mr. Elliott, a freeholder who declined to sign 
the proposal—as was his right—assesses the plan 
as “a costly remedy that does not deal with the 
problem in summary fashion.” 

It is true that the plan does not deal “in sum- 
mary fashion.“ It takes things step by step, the 


. 


first one being to assert local control over tran- 


sit regulation and the next one being a study of 
the area’s transit needs and how to meet them. 
How can you solve a problem if you do not have 
a clear idea of what it is? 

In these first two phases—local regulation and 
then study—the cost would be most nominal, and 
part of it would be assessed against the transit 
companies under regulation. 

Mr. Elliott says that these two steps would not 
stop the mounting costs of public transportation. 
The Transit plan does not claim that they would. 
Mr. Elliott then asserts that they would lead to 
public ownership of transit facilities. 

This is a very broad assumption, and it is mis- 
leading as well. Under the plan the Transit Dis- 
trict has no power to go into public ownership 
unless———and only unless—it gives the people 
an opportunity to vote on the question. And it 
cannot submit such a question until its study is 
completed. If there is to be public ownership it 
will be on orders from the people or not at all. 

The Transit plan is not perfect. But it is a 
start, and a good one, toward solving what is 
probably the most serious problem facing this 
metropolitan community. If the plan is approved 
at the special elections in St. Louis and the 
county next Jan. 25 the people will have created 
a tool to tackle the problem. That 16 far better 
than nothing at all. 


About Cashing a Check

those checks that looks like a check but is really 
an advertisement. So was the clerk at the appli- 
ance store where she paid off her “balance due.”

0 Writer describes death and interment of the biggest oak of them 
all in Big Oak State Park in southeast Missouri; park remains 


as small reminder of magnificence of nature; it contains huge 
specimens of several species protected from hand of man.

Crash! The ground shook as if by an 
earthquake. Dust and debris rose in the 
air and gradually settled back to reveal 
the shattered body of a giant—a giant 
tree. It was a gigantic bur oak that up 
till the time of its death held the title 
as the biggest of its kind. 

Its circumference of 21 feet and 4 
inches surpassed any reported for this 
species. Its height of 143 feet and 
spread of 114 feet placed it well ahead 
of any contender. Buf the end. of a 
reign had come. 

The king ended 334 years of ex- 
istence in what is now southern New 
Madrid county. Spe- 
cifically the mon- 
arch lived and died 
on the 80 acres of 
virgin bottomland * 
timber that makes 
up a part of the Big 
Oak Tree State 

Park, 25 miles south 
of Charleston. This 
80 acres of giants f 
and botanical oddi- 
ties is the small re- 
minder of the thou- 
sands of acres of 
magnificent timber 
that once clothed 
the flat lands of the 
Bootheel. Here through the untiring ef- 
forts of business men, timber men, 
teachers, foresters and school children, 
a tract of 1007 acres was purchased: the 


heart of the entire tract is the 80 acres 


of virgin bottom land hardwoods. 


Here at least 17 giants of different 
species exceed a diameter of three feet. 
Here is a bur oak of some 17 feet and 
6 inches. Its nomination to take the 
place of the fallen champion has been 
made to the American Forestry Asso- 
ciation, which organization is the cus- 
todian of the record of big trees. 


The end of the big bur oak actually 


game in the summer of 1952, but it 
wasn't until Oct. 27, 1954, that the mon- 
arch was cut. On this day a trained log- 
ging crew from East Prairie, equipped 
with a special 9-foot chain saw, careful- 
ly cut a notch, removing a 300-pound 
chip, and then at 1:00 p.m., upon signal 
from Abner Gwinn, director of the 
State Park Board, the oversize saw be- 
gan the final cut. 

Some 35 minutes later the past cham- 
pion fell with a jar that actually lifted 
the feet of spectators from the ground. 

When the dust settled many of the 
people viewing the last rites swarmed 


over the carcass of the fallen one, car- 


rying .off pieces of bark, splinters of 
wood and mats of the tree top fern 
that is common growth on the tops of 


‘many of the large trees in the park. 


The stump was then cut. off even, 
and a 12-foot section of the butt log 
marked off. The State Park board plans 


to preserve the stump and this butt 


section under shelter as a memento of 
the past for the information of the fu- 


ture. The remainder of the top has been 


eut into slices for distribution to schools 
and museums in the state. 

The death of the past champion does 
not change the beauty of this primitive 
area, for the end of the one but opens 
room for the beginning of another. 
Throughout the 80 aeres, tree after tree 
towers high into the heavens. 

A few of the mighty include a 6 


foot diameter swamp chestnut oak, a’ 


4-foot diameter shagbark hickory (also 
a champion tree), a 2-foot persimmon, 
a 4-foot cherry-bark oak, a 7-foot Ameri- 
can elm, a 4-foot sweet gum and many 
others. 

The void left by the fallen big oak 
fs one that will be filled in time by a 
succession of splendid trees that may 


in time also be giants. But the Big Oak

‘How Can We Keep Christmas 
In This World?’ Bishop Asks 


The Rt. Rev. Arthur Lichtenberger De- 
scribes ‘Christmas Spirit’ in His 


Annual Message. 


“How can we keep Christmas 
in such a world as this?” is the 
question raised—and answered— 
by Bishop Arthur C. Lichtenber- 
ger in his Christmas message 
issued today. He is bishop of the 
Missouri diocese of the Episco- 
pal Church. His message follows. 

“Christmas means ‘God with 
us.“ God comes to us at Christ- 
mas, we do not go in search of 
Him. This we know when we be- 
lieve that Christmas really hap- 
pened. If Christ is Savior and 
Lord then He is always coming 
to us, seeking us, reaching out 
to us. We have only to turn and 
open our hearts and there He is. 

“When someone asks how can 
we keep Christmas in such a 
world as this, what do we say? 
We say that it was into a world 
like this that Christ was born, 
in fact it was this very world. 
It is not the circumstances of 
our lives but the coming of 
Christ that makes us sing: 

‘Joy to the world! The Lord 

is come: 

Let earth receive her King.’ 

“Do we have that sense of ex- 


pectancy as we celebrate Christ- 
mas? Or do we make a brave 
effort to be joyful and try to 
bring before our eyes for a time 
the picture of the manger, the 
mother and child, the shepherds 
and angels and wise men? If 
vou have tried that you know 
how such a picture always fades, 
always seems unreal. The pic- 
ture fades, as figures on a screen 
in the theater fade, because we 
are not involved; those figures 
recreated in our imagination 
never move towards us and take 
us into the action. 

“To keep Christmas {s not to 
go in search of what is called 
‘the Christmas spirit’: it is to 


ever moving towards us, calling 
us to be His people and to do 
His will. We hear the cries of 
the suffering and the homeless 
and the persecuted and God will 
not let us turn away. He is 
drawing us to Himself that His 
care for all men may show itself 
in our lives. Then it will be seen 
that we are those who’ know 
what Christmas means.”

Parking Bars Lifted. 

Two measures that further 
emasculate the master traffic 
control ordinance were also 
passed by the board. One of 
these removes the bar on rush- 
hour parking on both sides of 
Union boulevard between the 
Hodiamont streetcar tracks and 
Natural Bridge avenue. The bar 
remains in effect on Union from 
Lindell to the Hodiamont tracks 
and from Natural Bridge to 
Bircher boulevard. 

The second amendment of the 
traffic ordinance eliminates the 
4-to-6 p.m. parking bar on the 
north side of Manchester ave- 
nue between Sarah street and 
Kingshighway. 

A bill which amends the city 
building code by permitting the 
erection of open skeleton-type 
structures for the storage of 
automobiles was enacted at the 
request of the city Administra- 
tion, which hopes it will en- 
courage the construction of more 
off-street parking facilities. 

Three appropriation bills were 
enacted. One allocates $40,000 
for operation of the new city 
rubbish incinerator beginning 
some time next month until the 
end of the fiscal year in April. 

Park Improvement. 

Another appropriates $20,000 
and authorizes the letting of con- 
tracts for the rehabilitation and 
repair of recreational facilities 
at Hyde Park, Twentieth and 
Salisbury streets. It is a part of 
the city’s efforts to encourage à 
program of neighborhood im- 
provement in that area. 

The third bill appropriates 
$300,000 from parking meter 
funds for the installation of traf- 
fic signals in various parts of 
the city, including 22 in the 
downtown area, principally along 
Pine, Olive and Market streets. 

Two ordinances authorizing 
the installation of signals at 28 
street ‘intersections also were 
passed.

FIRST MUSEUM 
OF INDIGENOUS ART 
GRANTED CHARTER

NEW YORK, Dec. 18—The 
Museum of Indigenous Art, the 
first one of its kind in the world, 
sponsored by Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller, was“ granted a charter 
yesterday by the regents of the 
University of the State of New 
York. The institution will open 
late next year in a house owned 
by Rockefeller. 

Rene d’Harnoncourt, director 
of the Museum of Modern Art 
and an authority on primitive 
art, will be a member of the new 
institution’s board of trustees. 
D’Haroncourt said that at the 
museum’s inception its collection 
would consist of gifts from 
Rockefeller’s own collection. 

The museum will specialize in 
art produced by the indigenous 
civilizations of both ‘North and 
South America as well as Africa 
and Oceania, and art represent- 
ing the earlier phases of the

CHIANG WARPLANES 
BOMB RED ISLES 
NEAR THE TACHENS 


TAIPEH, Formosa, Dec. 18 
(AP)—Chinese Nationalist war- 
planes returning to action after 


a reported buildup of. Chinese 
Red military strength near the 
Tachen islands, today bombed 
two Communist islands just off 
the strategic Nationalist out- 
posts. 

The Nationalist planes dropped 
40 medium bombs on Red-held 
Toumen, 15 miles northwest of 
the Tachens, and Tienao, 15 
miles to the north. 

The Nationalists say the Reds 
are showing increasing signs of 
preparing for an invasion of the 
Tachén outposts, 200 miles 
north of Formosa. 

Air raid alerts sounded on 
the Tachens yesterday, the De- 
fense Ministry reported, when 
20 MIG jets and propeller- 
fighters flew along the coast of 
the nearby mainland. 

At the southern end of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s chain of offshore 
islands, the Reds on Amoy broke

The chocolate almond cake 
that early became known in one 


household as a pinwheel cake, 


and for which the recipe is given 
today, is an example of one fam- 
ily’s choice. No other cake has 
ever tasted so good. It will be 
enjoyed probably just as much 
as it was in childhood. Pleas- 
ant memories have long been as- 
sociated with its consumption. 


No matter how late are ar- 
rivals on Christmas ewe, there 
will always be appetite for a 
piece of cake, and large size at 
that, with a glass of milk as an 
accompaniment. Mother would 
be much disappointed if there 
was not a demand for this, al- 
most as soon as greetings have 
been exchanged. 

Perhaps the demand will be 
for the traditional Christmas 
cookies, some of which have 
been waiting ever since they 
were made, for members of the 
family who in younger days were 
raiders of the cooky jar. 

Chocolate Pinwheel Cake. 

Ingredients: One and three- 
quarters cups sifted cake flour 
one and one-half cups sugar, one 
teaspoon salt, one-fdurth tea- 
spoon soda, two teaspoons dou-

ble-acting powder, four squares 
chocolate, one-half cup shorten- 
ing, one and one-quarter cups 
evaporated milk, two eggs, one 
teaspoon vanilla, one-half cup 
slivered toasted almonds. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. 
Melt ‘two squares of chocolate. 
Soften shortening in mixing 
bowl. Sift in the dry ingredients 
on top of shortening. Add one 
cup of milk and stir until flour 
is dampened. Beat two minutes 
at low speed with electric mixer 
or 300 strokes by hand. Add 
eggs, remaining milk, melted 
chocolate and vanilla. Beat one 
minute in mixer or 150 strokes. 
Melt remaining chocolate. Pour 
batter into two square nine-inch 
pans, lined on bottom with pa- 
per. Pour the melted chocolate 
on top of batter, about one inch 
from rim and swirl in circles 
once through the batter. Bake 
in moderate oven (350 degre 
F.) 25 to 30 minutes. Cool and 
spread fluffy chocolate filling 
between layers and around sides 
of cake 


Fluffy Chocolate Filling. 

One square chocolate, two- 
thirds cup butter or margarine, 
one-half cup sugar, one-third 
cup evaporated milk, one table- 
spoon water, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, two teaspoons al- 
mond extract, one-half cup sliv- 
ered toasted almonds. 

Combine all ingredients in 
small mixing bowl. Beat at high 
speed with electric beater or 
vigorously by hand until very 
fluffy. The butter or margarine 
should be at room temperature 
until soft before combining with 
other ingredients. Place filling 
between layers and around sides 
of cake. Garnish sides with sliv- 
ered almonds.

It goes without saying that 
South’s four no-trump bid was 
not Blackwood since his pre- 
vious three no-trump was in no 
sense forcing and might well 
have been the final contract. 
Hence, North was well advised 
to retire from the auction; a 
five-heart contract would have 
had no chance against good de- 
fense. 

On lead against four no-trump, 
West considered opening a club, 
but he decided the safest course 
was to open East’s suit even 
though he, West, had a single- 
ton. South captured the first 
trick, of course, and promptly 
led a heart to the jack. The suc- 
cess of this finesse, however, 
was certainly no cause for re- 
joicing, because when East 
showed out it became bitterly 
clear to declarer that three heart 
tricks would be his limit. The 
upshot was that South took those 
three hearts, two spades and his 
minor-suit aces, and thus paid a 
penalty of 800 points. 

Under anything like normal 
circumstances South’s heart fi- 
nesse at Trick 2 would have been 
a reasonable (if not quite the 
best) play, but in the light of 
the bidding by East and West, 
that finesse was close to sui- 
cidal. Most important, it was 
not necessary. One thing was 
sure: quite aside from probabili- 
ties, when West followed suit to 
the heart lead, East couldn't 
have the four hearts missing, 
but West could. Thus, to insure 
the six heart tricks (not séven) 
needed for the contract, South 
should have ducked the first 
heart lead in dummy, irrespec- 
tive of the card West happened 
to play. (Apropos, West should 
have put in the nine to encour- 
age the jack finesse.) Now, if 
East showed out, South would 
have an established finesse 
against West, and if East fol- 


lowéd suit, the rest of the hearts.

Holiday Health and 
Safety Suggestions

OR your health and safety 

during the rush and excite- 

ment of the coming holiday 
season your Health Division of- 
fers the following suggestions: 

For a Safe Christmas Tree: 
Keep your Christmas tree in a 
cool place, preferably outdoors, 
until time to put it up. If you 
place the tree in a stand con- 
taining water, it will stay fresh 
longer and be less flammable. 
Keep the tree away from a stove 
or fireplace. When the tree be- 
comes too dry remove it from 
the house—dry pine needles are 
a fire hazard. ; 

Check the tree lights carefully. 
A short circuit in worn wiring 
may start a fire. Avoid overload- 
ing the circuit with too many 
lights. Use incombustible mate- 
rials for decorations. Don’t use 
cotton, celluloid, plastic or pa- 
per decorations. Turn off the 
tree lights whenever you leave 
the house. 

To Avoid Accidents: December 
is the month of accidents. Dur- 
ing the holiday season the traf- 
fic will be heavy. Drive care- 

ully, walk carefully, and ob- 
serve all traffic regulations. If 
you drink, don't drive. 

Don’t let your holiday prep- 
arations overtire you. Don't car- 
ry too many packages at one 
time. This means in your own 
home as well as on the street. 
Accidents are more likely to oc- 
cur when you are tired and so 
loaded down with packages that 
you can’t see over them.
